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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant is arguing the priority date, given to 
the Arunapuram rejection, stating that the provisional application does not provide support for the relied upon sections of the Arunapuram 
reference. The applicant has requested that the examiner point out where the support for the Arunapuram reference is located. While the 
provisional application is not in the form of a patent application, the provisional application, provides appendices which outline the software 
program used by the Arunapuram reference. The support for the priority date is found in the software program. The provisional 
application provides support for a method of shipping orders.
